Former Ambassador to France/ William Graves 


Sharp, died shortly after 12 o'clock at noon today at Iris 
home on Washington avenue. It was not untilVester- 
day that the general public knew that Mr. Sharp was 
ill, and encouraging reports from his bedside were 
i'udely shaken today by the news of his untimely death. 
Alarmed at his condition, and lack of improvement, a 
Cleveland specialist was called in consultation with his 
attending physician this morning, and he confirmcd'the 
diagnosis of high blood pressure which is given as the 
cause of his death. 


Born in Mt. Gilead, Ohio. March 14. 1859, the de- 


ceased would have been' 64 years of age his next birth- 
day. 
He was a son of George' and Mahala Sharp, and 


with his twin brother George, was reared in-'this citv 


j by his grandparent. William Graves, after the death 
1 of his father. He attended the Elyria schools and grad- 
uated from the high school in 187:7. In 1881 he took Jus 
degree in law at the University of Michigan. At first' 
he entered newspaper work in'Dakota and Minnesota, 
but in 1882 returned to this city, and' engaged in the 
practice of law. In 1884 he was elected prosecuting atr 
torney of Lorain county, on the Democratic ticket^ 
after one of the warmest political fights in the history 
of the county. He declined a second term. In 1892 he 
was a presidential elector from this state when Presi- 
dent Cleveland was nominated, and a Democratic dele* 
gate to the National convention in 1904. 


In 1908 he was the Democratic nominee for Cony 


gress in this district, and accomplished the alonisi inJ.
